BUT WAS MIRACULOUSLY SAVED

Bound Hand and Foot 


and Gagged So That She Could 


Utter No Cry. 


Sandusky, O., June 11—At the Ce- 


dar Point lighthouse, within a half 
mile of the resort at which will ie 
'ield the Democratic state convention, 
-Mrs. Grace Chapman, keeper of 
the 


light, was brutally assaulted by an un- 
known masked man yesterday, then 
bound hand and foot and. gagged, rob- 
bed and thrown into a deep, narrow 
well headfirst. 
By some manner, of 


which she herself knows nothing, Mrs. 
Chapman righted herself, and with her 
hea'l just abo\ e the surface of the cold 
water and in dark-ness she stood for 
seven hours until found and rescued. 
Ifer condition is critical, but physi- 
cians think that she will live. 


Mrs. Chapman is a widow, aged 35 


and is reputed to be quite wealthy- 
Her father was the late Hiram Lyman 
a prominent Mason and the keeper of 
the light for nearly half a century. 
Mrs. Chapman lived in a small cottage 
near the lighthouse, with no one about 
the place during the day. 


Mrs. Chapman was busy 
ironing 


about 11 o'clock when sne heard the 
floor behind her open. She thought it 
was the wife oi" the lighthouse tender, 
Mrs. James Finn, and continued with 
her work for a moment. When she 
turned she was confronted by a burly 
stranger, masked, who seized her by 
the throat and demanded her money 
and diamonds. She told him that her 
valuables were all in a vault in the 
city, but he was not satisfied, and 
continued choking her. Mrs. Chapman 
is a strong woman and she resisted, 
arid for her trouble she was struck . 
over the head with a club. From this 
point on bhe kno^s bat little. 


She was bound hand and foot and 


gagged, and she thinks she was then 
chloroformed. The blood was running 
from the wound in her head. He raised 
a trap door in the kitc'ien floor leading 
fo a narrow well and threw Mrs.

STILL TOURING EUROPE. 


Another itieresting Letter From Ouf Townsman, Mr. Lewis P 


Schaus—Many Resorts and Places of Interest Visited by 


the Party—The Tour to Wind Up at Liverpool 


June 16, When Mr. Schaus Will 


Sail For Home. 


The Hague, Sunday, .May 25, 1902.— 


It has.been some time since I have 
written to the Advocate, but we have 
been so busy traveling and sight see- 
ing that my tUfte-has been taken up, 
but this morning it is raining and is 
a good time to -write at least a brief 
letter. We have'been making history 
so fast that I have forgotten where we 
were when I last wrote you, but I be- 
lieve we had gotten over 
Simplon 


Pass and were at Geneva. Our stay at 
Geneva was very pleasant. We left 
there on the morning of the 28th 01 
April and went by boat on Lake Le- 
man about fifty miles to Teritet Chii- 
lon, where we spent the afternoon and 
night. It is a very pleasant summer 
resort with fine hotels and a funicular' 
railroad running to fie 
top of the 


mountain, where there are also fine 
hotels. At Chillon we visited the old 
Chateau de Chillon. It was built in 
the thirteenth century for a fortifica- 
tion, and at one time since then was 
used as a prison. We were shown all 
through the several apartments, being 
the Hall of Justice, the Hall of the 
Knights or Chevaliers, the chamber of 
the Duke of Savoie, the chamber of 
the Duchess of Savoie, the 
dining 


room and kitchen, the prison room 
where Bouivard 
was confined 
and 


chained to the rock, the chamber of 
torture, the chamber and rock bed 
where the condemned 
spent 
their 


last night onc earth, and the room and 
wooden bar to which they were hung, 
and then tne bodies were cast into the 
lake through a door from this room, 
where the water is 300 feet deep. On 
the 29th we took the 7:40 a. m. train 
and arrived at Dausane at 8'50, where 
we remained for an hour and a half 
ind took a look about the city. We 
then took the train and arrived at Be- 
lire at 1:15 and took carriages for & 
drive about the city; and to the princi' 
pal places of interest, being the oltl 
cathedral, the bear" pits, the famous 
slock tower, the baby eating fountain, 
ate., and then took the train agaih and 
irrived at Thun at 4 p. m., where we 
took the boat on Lake Thun and ar- 
rived at Interlaken about 6 p. m., at 
the Hotel Victoria. This is quite a re- 
sort, with a great many fine hotels. 
The following morning we were driv- 
en to Lauterbrumen about eight miles, 
to view the Stanbach and Trumelbach 
falls, where they come down over the 
mountain. They were very beautiful. 
the scenery along the way was grand, 
with views of the Jungfrau, the Eiger 
and the Mouch mountains, all covered 
with snow and ice. On May 1 we left 
Interlaken by the boat Geissbach for 
Brienz, on Lake Brienz passing on the 
way the beautiful Geissbach Falls, ar- 
riving at Brienz at 10:15 a. m., where 
we took the train to Meiringen and 
over the Brunig Pass to Alpnach, ar- 
riving at 1:30 p. m. At Alpnach we 
took the boat Righi, on Lake Lucerne 
for Vitznan, where we arrived at 3 p. 
m. The scenery was very grand from 
he boat along the lake. At Alpnach 
a funicular railroad started, going to 
.be hotels on top of Mount Pilatus. 


At Vitznan we took the funicular 


railroad train to the top of Righi, five 
miles up, and remained over night at 
he Righi hotel to see the sunset and 
sunrise from the Righi, but when we 
got to the top we found ourselves 


stopped a short time to have our hand 
baggage passed through the Custom 
House. From here we went by train 
From here we went to Romanshorm, 
where we arrived at 4:20 p. m. and 
took the boat, Prince Regent, on Lake 
Constance, for Lindan, where we ar- 
rived at 6 p. m. Here we had to have 
the train held for ten minutes to have 
our trunks pass the custom house and 
.transferred to the train. 
They were 


very good to us. 
Here we took the 


train for Munich, where we arrived at 
10:15 p. m., after a very quick run 
of 138 miles in four hours. Here we 
stopped at the Hotel Bayerischef Hof, 
a very fine hotel, where I received 
the first Advocates since leaving Na- 
ples, being six from April 14 to 19. 


Munich is a very beautitul and inter- 


-psting city. Here we were taken 
through one of the large breweries, 
where the famous 
Munich beer is 


made, and of course we had to sam- 
ple it, but it was not the first time for 
me. We saw many interesting things 
here, but I have no,, ,ie time or space 
to enumerate them. We left here on 
the morning of May 9, making a short 
stop at Salzburg, wftere we had our 
dinner, and our baggage had to pass 
through the custom house, as we were 
getting into Austria. 
We left Salz- 


burg at L p. m. and arrived at Linz at 
3:45 p. m., and were taken to the Ho- 
tel Erzehzog Carl, where we remained 
over night and in the morning at 8 
o'clock took the boat, Flume on the 
Danube for Vienna, where we arrived 
after a very interesting ride at 6:30 
P m., and were taken to the Hotel 
Bristol, where we remained until '.lues- 
day morning, May 13. Vienna is a 
very fine city of nearly a million and 
a half population. Our next stop was 
at Dresden, where we arrived at 6:45 
p. m. This is quite an American city 
and very beautiful. There are from 
6000 to 8000 Americans living here in 
the American quarter. We remained 
here until Friday morning, the 16th, 
when we left for Berlin, where we ar- 
rived at 12:45 p. m., and were taken 
to the Grand Hotel de Rome. Berlin, 
to my notion is the best as well as 
the largest city we have yet seen. Its 
population is nearly two million, and 
it is certainly a very fine city. We 
remained here over Sunday, and left 
on Monday morning, May 19th at 7:40 
for Frankfurt on tne Main, stopping 
on the way at Bebra. We arrived at 
Frankfurt at 4:30 p. m. and were tak- 
en to the Union notel, remaining here 
and seeing all that was interetsing un- 
til the next day at 2:30, when we took 
the train for Weisbaden, one of the 
popular resorts of Germany. 


There are many springs here, one of 


them the boiling spring, being very 
large. 
We visited all the points of 


interest here and remained over night 
at the Hotel des Truatre Saisons. The 
town was gaily decorated in honor of 
the Emperor who had been here two 
days before. Wednesday 
morning, 


May 26 we took the electric car at 9 
a. m for Biebrick, distant about five 
miles, and arrived there at 9:35. Here 
we took the very fine steamer, Borus- 
sia on the Rhine, for Cologne, 118 
miles. This was the most interesting 
boat ride we have yet had. The beau- 
tiful scenery and old castles were a

Queen Wilhelmina, which is very fine 
throughout. Among the different rooms 
s'nown us was the large hall, where 
the Peace Commissioners were ban- 
quetted after completing their labors 
at The Hague. We were also shown 
through the church where Queen Wil- 
helmina was crowned.

here tomorrow morning for Antwerp, 
and will spend several hours there, 
driving through the city, and in the 
afternoon will go on to Brussels and 
remain there over night and the next 
day until 6 p. m. seeing fie sights, 
and will then leave for Paris, arriving 
there about midnight. We will remain 
in Paris a week, and will then go to 
London and remain there a week, vis-

Stratiord-on-Avon, 


Windsor Castle, Shakespeare's house, 
Ann Hathaway s cottage and Warrick, 
and arrive in Liverpool June 16. I 
will sail the same afternoon for home 
on the White Star steamer, Occnia 
This is probably the last letter you 
will receive from me, as I am afraid 
Paris and London will be busy places, 
and I will not have time to write. My 
health throughout the trip has bcec 
\ery good, for which I am very t^ank- 
ful. So far I have not missed a mea!. 
and trust the rest of the journey will 
be as good. With very kind regards

Napoleon, O., June 11—The 
first 


step in the closing of the.saloons on 
Sunday failed yesterday, when in the 
Wingfield case a verdict of jiot guilty 
was returned.

GERMAN 


Warships on a Secret Errand Orders; 


to Venezuela in a Hurry—Teu- 


ton's Claim. 


St. Thomas, D. W^L, June 11—Two 


German cruisers the Falke and the Ga 
zelle, hastily departed from here for 
Venezuela yesterday. 


Washington, June 11—Germany has 


a claim of 600,000 bolivares against 
Venezuela, and it is the opinion here 
that the cruisers have been sent to 
press the claim, as Venezuela has 
made no offer to settle. The claim 
is owing to the non-periormance of 
agreements by the Republic in connec- 
tion with the great Venezuelean rail- 
road, being built by the Berlin Com- 
pany of Discount. 


A communication from the German 


Embassy, last December, says en the 
subject: 
"In case the German govern- 


ment should be forced to use coercion 
in connection with the claim, it will 
have to be one of consideration. 


"The most important measure of co- 


ercion—that is the blockade of the 
Venezuelan harbors—would have to oe 
carried out witnout a declaration of 
war preceding it. A blockade, there- 
fore, .would be a peace blockade. Ships 
of neutral powers would be prohibited 
from landing at Venezuelan ports." 


It is not thought that 
President 


Roosevelt would object to such a 
blockade.

Beware of the Poppy, a* It Contain* 


Opium and . Induces ,Drow»lnes*. 
Tuiipa That Are Dangerous and 
Produce Unlit Ueadeilness. 
The majority of people think that 


the tulip has no smell, and this is true 
of a great number of the fashionable 
variegated kinds. The old salt colored 
sorts, however, particularly those of a 
deep crimson hue, have a powerful 
odor, irhich is dangerous when inhal- 
ed. This odor is of saffron flavor and 
affects many people in a very peculiar 
v«nr)T.n..

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the effect of producing light headed- 
ness, which continues for some time, 
causing the sufferer to do and say all 
manner of remarkable and ridiculous 
things. Its influence often lasts for aii 
hour or two and is followed by deep 
depression. 


Another common flower whose odor 


has evil properties is the poppy. This 
is doubtless due to the quantity of 
opium which the blossom contains. 
Numbers of individuals, especially 
young ladies of highly strung temper- 
ament, complain of the drowsy sensa- 
tion 
which 
comes after 
walking 


through a field of these flowers and 
afterward of violent headaches and a 
disinclination to move about In Asia 
Minor, where the poppy is grown in 
vast quantities for the purpose of ex- 
tracting the drug, tourists are fre- 
quently incapacitated for many hours 
after inspecting a poppy plantation, 
and two cases of death among Eng- 
lish tourists -were traced to the same 
cause last year. 


All flowers grown from bulbs are 


dangerous in rooms where there is ill- 
ness. Although bunches of flowers are 
invariably taken as presents to pa- 
tients, such blooms as hyacinthsv lilies 
of the valley, tuber.oses and even daf- 
fodils and narcissuses should be care- 
fully avoided. The perfume is as dan- 
gerous to a person in a critical state of 
health as a dose of morphia would be, 
without possessing the benefits which 
that drug sometimes confers. 


Perhaps the most remarkable effect 


which any garden flower has on the 
human body is that which follows the 
handling of the particular variety of 
primula known as obconica. Expe- 
rienced gardeners are always careful 
to wear gloves when potting this 
plant, as, should there be ever such a 
slight scratch or prick on the hands or 
fingers, evil results are almost certain 
to follow. 


The first noticeable result is a slight 


itching of the hands and arms, and this 
precedes the breaking out of a skin 
disease which frequently extends to 
the body. It dies away in the autumn 
when the leaves fall, and by Christ- 
mas the sufferer is free, but the pri 
mula has by no means finished its 
deadly work. When spring comes again 
and the sap rises in plants and trees, 
the dread disease makes its reappear 
ance and continues all through the 
summer. 


This continues for many years, fre 


quently for the wliole of the victim's 
lifetime, and there is no known rem- 
edy for it, although years of the most 
rigid dieting have in some cases pro- 
duced a diminution in its violence. 


If blood poisoning by the primula 


obconica does not take this form, it 
brings about the still more dreadful 
erysipelas. Cases of poisoning through 
eating the berries of the belladonna, or 
deadly nightshade, are all too frequent,

C&RIBS NOT WIPED OUT 


Extermination of the Race by 


Volcanic Eruptions Denied. 


That the last of the Carifos have been 


exterminated by recent eruptions of 
volcanoes on the Windward islands is 
denied by authorities, \vho say that 
there was no member of .the race on 
Martinique, and if any remnant was 
destroyed on St. Vincent it was not the 
fault of the 
English 
government, 


which deported G,000, the entire num- 
ber then inhabiting this island in 1S7G, 
says the Chicago Evening Post They 
are scattered throughout South and 
Central America, and representatives 
of the tribes are found occasionally on 
the group of islands in the sea that 
gets its name from them. 


Students of ethnology have found the 


Caribs Interesting and baffling sub- 
jects. Their origin is shrouded in mys- 
tery, and the black types otten found 
in Balize and Honduras are taken by 
some scientists as proof that African 
blood was mtfied with that of the Car- 
ibs long before the whites brought 
slaves to America. 


The pure type of Carib differs radi- 


cally from that of other nativ.es of the 
Americas. It is now difficult to find the 
red native with the characteristics that 
dTstinguisTic'd him when his country 
was discovered by the Spanish naviga- 
tors. Negro and Arowak blood is now 
so mixed with the Carib that the cas- 
ual traveler in the tropics is confused. 


When England deported the C,000< 


men, women and children of the Caiib- 
bean race from St. Vincent, they were 
taken to Granada. A few years later 
they were taken to Balize. Professor 
Starr of the University of ^Chicago, who 
has spent some time in Central Ameri- 
ca, is of the opinion that no Caribs 
were destroyed by the" recent ^volcanic 
disturbances in the Caribbean sea. 


"They once inhabited- most of the 


Lesser AntiJJes," he said, "but today 
they are ^ .mostly on the mainland. 
There were once three kinds, classified 
as island, coast and inland Caribs. 
When Columbus discovered America, 
the island Caribs were a powerful race 
in the Antilles. Ethnologists differ as 
to then? movements previous to that 
time. Some authorities maintain that 
they were of a southern race moving 
north, but it is my opinion that the 
theory of a northern race going south 
is the correct one. 


"As far back as any authentic history 


goes we find records of black Caribs. 
There is mnch evidence to prove that 
the black Carib existed long before the 
white people brought African slaves to 
this country. This has caused much 
Interesting speculation and no doubt is 
proof of movements of people that we 
know nothing of. 


"The Carib is of the South American 


Indian type. He is a very sturdy man. 
It is said they are the handsomest race 
native to, the Americas. The Carib 
proved himself superior to other .na- 
tives before the arrival of the whites 
arrested the progress of Indian affairs. 
They were good potters and were the 
only Indians that used sails for their 
canoes, which were the Best made ves- 
sels found in America." 


Caribs are often pointed out to trav- 


elers in South and Central America. 
They are proud of their race. They are 
industrious and are of great service to 
'contractors in the east coast towns. 
When flie Carib is not working, he "will 
likely be found on some -wharf. His 
holiday clothes make him a picturesque 
and pleasing object. White trousers 
and shirt a red sash with a knife stick- 
ing carelessly in its folds and a wliitc 
straw hat decorated with a folded 
•white band is almost the fixed atth-e 
for a male. In this cool costume they 
are seen at the tropical ports. pnrt:cu 
larly in Balize, Guatemala and Hon- 
duras. Their b'ack faces and bare black 
feet shine like t-bor.y, and when they 
smi'e, \\ hich is not as often as is tlio 
habit of the African, a deal of ivory, is 
shown. 


Carib boys arc alm<.?t the c.?i:nl of 


fish in the water, and they di\e nftrr n 
coin thrown into the water, bwit it to 
the bottom and lay thoiv rmui it flut- 
ters down to them, the entire perform 
aiico being visible in the transpr.reut 
waters of their tropical sea.
